Tax Vote in Dist. 88 
Opens Polls Saturday 


Addison 
Residents of High School Dist. 
88 will go to the polls Saturday 
to decide a 21-cent increase in 
the tax rate of the educational 
fund. 
If a majority of the voters ap­ 
proves the tax 
increase, 
the 
educational fund tax rate will 
be increased from $1.03 to $1.24 
per $100 assessed valuation of 
property. 
The new tax would be includ­ 
ed on the tax bills that property 
owners will receive this spring. 
The educational fund, largest 
fund in the school budget for a 
fiscal year, pays teacher and 
staff salaries and buys the nec­ 
essary educational supplies and 
materials. 
THE 30 POLLING places in 
the district will be cpen from IO 
a.m. to 7 p.m. Saturday. 
Registered voters will cast 
their ballots at the elementary 
schools in their neighborhoods. 
The tax increase is needed, 
Dist. 88 officials say, to help the 
three high schools cope with a 
large anticipated deficit in the 
educational fund and to contin­ 
ue operating under a “normal” 
budget in the 1969-70 fiscal year. 
Dist. 88 faces a deficit 
of 
more than $817,000 in the educa­ 
tional fund when the current fis­ 
cal year ends in June. 
Without a tax increase, the 
district will be nearly $1.5 mil­ 
lion in the red by June, 1970, 
the district business office esti­ 
mates. 
The tax increase would not 
wipe out the deficit this year, 
but it would cut it some. The 
business office estimates that 
the higher tax rate would bring 
in additional revenue of $1 mil­ 
lion. 
OF THIS, $291,362 would be 
used to reduce the 1968-69 defi­ 
cit. The remainder would be ap­ 
plied to the school budget to en­ 
able the district to operate a 
“normal” educational program 
in 1969-70. 
If the tax increase is rejected, 
the district has plans to use an 
“austerity” budget in 1969-70, in 
which expenses would be cut 
and portions of the classroom 
and extracurricular programs 
would be curtailed. 
Dist. 88 officials maintain that 
this will not be the last request 
for a tax increase. 


The rising costs of education 
will require the district to ask 
another tax increase within the 
next two school years.

Lewis Shows Hand; Reinecke in Caucus Bid

The political campaigns in both Bloomingdale and Addison 
townships appear to be breaking wide open this week as oppo­ 
nents in the township races begin their moves for meaningful 
contention. 
And all agree that the voters are manifesting interest as 
never before and this is because they are associating local gov­ 
ernment and taxes in a working relationship. 
Fred L. Lewis who is challenging Pat Savaiano, incumbent 
supervisor in Bloomingdale Township, volunteered an interview 
Monday and claims that funds to finance his 
campaign are rolling in from the voters in sur­ 
prising amounts. 


Kurt Barnes is chairman of his campaign 
and Clarence Schmoldt, honorary chairman. On 
the list of campaign backers is Walter Plass, a 
prominent Elmhurst businessman who lives in 
Bloomingdale. Lewis claims, he was prompted 
to get in the race at the behest of Schmoldt, 
former chairman of the county board. Others 
then pledge support. 
HE CHALLENGES Savaiano on the building of the new town­ 
ship hall saying “that’s the house that Schmoldt built” and he. 
Lewis, was on the building committee in 1964. 
The fact is that aside from dissatisfaction with one of the 
auditors by both Savaiano and Lewis camps there is only one 
race in this campaign and that for top on the totem pole, Lewis 
vs. Savaiano. 
Last week the name of Leonard Norberg, clerk, seeking re­ 
election was omitted unintentionally but it must be said that he 
nas approval of both Lewis and Savaiano. John Radov and Robert 
Dixon were expected to receive endorsements for auditors by the 
screening committee last night at the committeemen’s meeting. 


But the question was raised whether a two-thirds vote of the 
committeemen could be obtained for either Lewis or Savaiano 
even though Savaiano got the nod from the screening committee, 
which appeared a political certainty. Without such an en­ 
dorsement by the 28 committeemen this would be advance no­ 
tice of a real showdown at the caucus. 
The Bloomingdale caucus will be held at 7:30 p.m., Tuesday, 
at the Bloomingdale Central School, 112 Day St. The endorsement 
last night is a recommendation not binding on caucus electors. 
What it means is not quite clear since a screening committee 
cannot claim impartiality. 
But why is Lewis opposing Savaiano? 
“I believe Bloomingdale Township,” Lewis says, “needs a 
good housecleaning. I would restore courtesy, availability and 
harmony in public service to the township supervisor office.” 
MOREOVER LEWIS doesn’t like weeds. He swears that the 
emblem of Bloomingdale Township under the present adminis­ 
tration has become “the loathsome weed.”

storm clouds are on the horizon. 
That old veteran, Carl Reinecke, is giving his campaign brew 
a good stir in his bid for a fourth term for township assessor. And 
he’s running on his record as assessor which he insists is good 
enough to win the voters support next April. 
Reinecke claims he is getting the heave-ho because “the 
politicians want to run my office and I won’t let them.” He’s 
banking on the support of the school people and homeowners who 
favor “honest assessments and equitable assessing,” regardless 
of who owns what. 
But at the committeemen’s meeting last week at Itasca Coun­ 
try Club, Reinecke ran into a lot of “Stop—Not Wanted” signs. 
They turned him down 23-2. But he tells us he spoke straight from 
the shoulder in the three minutes allowed each candidate. The 
Addison Republican organization endorsed Wilbur Bredehorn, 
Itasca, for township assessor. 
MONDAY, AS HE had previously announced, Reinecke filed 
for assessor by petition at the township office and along with him 
appear candidates for town clerk and three township auditors. 
Erhardt R. Weidmann, 50, Wood Dale resident for 13 years, 
self employed public accountant for 20 years and president of 
West Suburban Accountants Assn. is in the race for town clerk. 
He is president of the Kiwanis Club of Addison. 
For auditors are: William L. Garland, 40, Elmhurst, and 20- 
year resident of Addison Township. He operates the Garland In­ 
surance Agency in Addison and is a precinct committeeman 
there; Frank L. Camp, 53, Addison resident 14 years. Owner of 
Better Bilt Products, Inc., Addison. He’s a former Navy deep sea 
diver and is a licensed pilot; Theodore L. Johnson, 46, Addison 
resident 15 years is plant manager for Markem Corp., Elk Grove 
Village, and has education credentials from Monmouth College 
and the graduate school at University of Wisconsin. 
Reinecke’s own credentials are pretty imposing. Besides 12 
years as assessor, he spent two years at the school of archi­ 
tecture, Washington University; one year at Northwestern, where 
he took real estate law; attended six annual assessor work shops 
at University of Illinois and seven annual State Department of 
Revenue schools of instruction. 
Reinecke calls this the most far-reaching split in the Addison 


Republican organization in the history of the township. He says 
he’s still a solid Republican but takes the view that the Republi­ 
cans, if they want to stay in office, must listen to the needs of the 
community. 
“WE’RE A $256-million corporation and we’ve got to operate 
on a sound business basis and forget politics,” he warns. 
In the dispute about the $11,000 salary and the deduction 
episode for over-payment, the assessor claims a “subsequent cen­ 
sus” after 1960 (in 1965) conducted by the “federal health, educa­ 
tion and welfare bureau of the census” showed population gains 
in several Addison Township communities which brought the pop­ 
ulation above the 50,000 determining figure. He hints that legal 
information gives him reason to believe he has a good case in 
court. But he wants to avoid this, he says. 
Only 16 per cent of the township’s eligible vote appeared at 
the polls in 1967, but Reinecke says the issues in this campaign 
will bring the voters out in droves. 
In politics, the maxim always has been you don't fight city 
hall. But today city hall is under siege everywhere. Why? 
The assessor says in 1965 five industrial assessments in Addi­ 
son Township were cut down $50,000 by the board of review. 
He slapped the amount reduced back on in the 1967 quadren­ 
nial and so far, he says, he’s heard nothing about a cut. If this is 
not allowed to stand it will cost «very taxpayer in the township an 
extra 44 cents per $10,000 valuation, Reinecke avows. 
So the Reinecke Republicans are not a bit cowed but are 
carrying their fight to the very doorstep of the Republican organi­ 
zation, to the township chairman, Robert Mittel, of Wood Dale, 
who is the party’s choice for town clerk. The assessor and his 
independent Republican candidates will confront the organization 
at the caucus Feb. 4 and will appeal for support. 
IS THIS LEGAL? He doesn’t know for sure, but if it isn't he 
wants to hear it from his opponents. On whose authority must a 
Republican candidate place himself before the electors at a Re­ 
publican township caucus? The law may have to be called in to 
take a look. 
The Addison Republican caucus is billed for Tuesday at 7:30 
p.m. at Fenton High School.

Lessin is a Brooklyn grand­ 
mother who has written a book 
about 
cats 
in 
an 
obscure 
Japanese verse form — and she 
doesn’t even like cats very 
much. 
The verse form Mrs. Lessin 
us<id is Haiku, a deceptively 
simple structure of three lines 
and 
17 
syllables, 
with 
five j 
syllables in the first line, seven 
in the second and five in the, 
third. 
“I can sit up all night trying 
to think of a three syllable 
world when I already know a 
five syllable word that says 
exactly what I mean,” Mrs. 
Lessin said during an interview, 
explaining 
the 
difficulties 
of 
Haiku. 
Illustrations abound in her 
book, “Cats and Their People,” 
illustrated by Arouni (published 
by Paul S. Eriksson Inc., of 
New York): 
“Electric presence 
“this soundless, g r a c e f u l 
movement 
“supernatural.” 
About those whom she calls 
“Cat - People” 
Mrs. 
Lessin 
writes: 
“Cat-People possess 
“the charm and vices of cats: 
“loved by masochists.” 
And that little verse sums up 
Mrs. 
Lessin's view of cats. 
Asked if she owned a cat, she 
said, “not now,” and added: 
“I’ve never cared for cats 
especially but I’m intrigued by 
their nature and beauty. Cats 
are selfish and very demanding 
—they aren’t giving. 
“Cats are like the tough guys 
some 
women 
love. 
Those 
women 
are 
masochists, 
of 
course, and can’t be with a 
nice, giving person. Cats are 
just like those men. I can’t be 
with a cat—I don’t like the 
broad-shouldered hard guy.” 
Instead the widow who writes 
about cats prefers the Aberdeen 
Scottie who lives with her son, a 
magazine art director and free 
lancer, and her two grandchild­ 
ren, one of whom is in college 
and the other through college 
and working. And that informa­ 
tion about her grandchildren is 
the only clue she will give to 
her age. 
“Dogs love you, forgive you, 
put up with you,” she said, but 
explained why she chose cats to 
write poetry about by adding: 
“You can’t write about dogs— 
their natures are too simple, too 
uncomplicated. Cats are devious 
and superbly lovely. They seem 
to have such simple lines, but 
ask any artist—if you can draw 
a cat, well, you can draw.” 
The poetess said that cats and 
Haiku were alike in that both 
appeared simple and bland— 
deceptively so since each is 
complex, graceful and somehow 
tantalizing. 
Mrs. Lessin, the widow of a 
civil 
engineer 
and 
certified 
public 
accountant, 
has 
done 
volunteer social service work all 
her life and also has written 
peotry for many years. She 


never 
was 
able 
to 
arouse 
interest in her poetry until her 
study of Japanese philosophy 
led her to Haiku. During a visit 
to Japan four years ago, she 
was encouraged to continue in 


the form. 
Two years ago she entered a 
Haiku 
contest 
sponsored 
by 
Japan Air Lines and a New 
York radio station. She won 
first prize among 8,000 con­ 


testants, 
“That just sounds good,” Mrs. 
Lessin said. “Actually, if you 
know 
anything 
about 
Haiku, 
then you know that 7,500 of 
them were no good at all.”

Some Democrats speak in tones 
of desperation and others with 
quiet confidence whenever they 
talk about their chronic money- 
raising troubles. 
The mood of desperation was 
expressed last August in this 
excerpt from the 1968 party 
platform:

Former Vice P r e s i d e n t 
Hubert H. Humphrey echoed the 
same feeling when he moaned

that it was “wrong, wrong, 
wrong” for his party to depend 
on rich contributors. 


At the same meeting, retiring 
National Chairman Lawrence F. 
O’Brien urged the committee to 
work with Democratic congres­ 
sional leaders to enact legisla­

for 
presidential campaigns from the 
federal Treasury. 


A dissenting view came the 
same day from party Treasurer 
Robert E. Short, who said the 
mood in Congress indicated that 
the political parties w7ould have 
to continue relying on private 
contributions.

Democratic 
organization to raise almost $30

In so doing, he is reaffirming 
the wisdom of Gov. Ogilvie in pick­ 
ing him as director of a depart­ 
ment increasingly criticized for 
not having enough imagination or 
energy to protect Illinois’ natural 
resources. 


Rutherford 
etched 
an 
ex­ 
ceptional record in conservation as 
a Peoria attorney and private citi­ 
zen; he is now demonstrating that 
he has the sensitivity and fore­ 
sightedness to come to grips with a 
massive state problem. 


Conceding he’s not yet been on 
the job long enough to develop ex­ 
pertise, 
Rutherford 
nevertheless 
has said things that should spark 
new hope in conservationists. 


He has expressed distinct un­ 
happiness w'ith the department’s 
past operating procedures, which 
have been unimaginative and bu­ 
reaucratic — a classic “red tape” 
performance. 


The new director has recog­ 
nized — a profound observation — 
that the state has not “captured 
the imagination of the people” in 
setting aside park lands. He will 


push a program of encouraging 
and accepting land donations from 
citizens. 


He has 
openly 
dreamed 
of 
bringing Illinois what it does not 
yet have, a national park. 


But most significant and imme­ 
diately reassuring is his optimism 
that the state will be able to save 
Goose Lake Prairie, that 1,745 acre 
Grundy County virgin expanse pre­ 
sently dangling between the state 
and industrial interests. 


Rutherford 
recognizes 
the 
prairie for what it is, “a scientific 
treasure house,” and indicates the 
state will find the means to claim 
it for a park. 


It will be no easy task, for 
Rutherford must stare at a $2.5 
million price tag inflated by un­ 
yielding commercial interests. 


The director has assigned him­ 
self the job of finding a solution by 
meeting with the concerned par­ 
ties, including the owners of the 
land, and will soon meet again 
with 
his 
conservation 
advisory 
committee on what steps to take. 


Rutherford must persevere on 
this first tough challenge. If his 
words are a measure of the man, 
Illinois will get its prairie park and 
a new promise for the future.

Second Thoughts 
Harper in a Bind

The Harper College board president, 
Richard Johnson, looked up last week 
from reviewing a proposal that the col­ 
lege hire a public relations man and 
quipped, “We’ve had plenty of news­ 
paper exposure lately. We could use a 
little less.” 
The wry grins that appeared on his 
fellow board members’ faces showed 
their shared concern that the college’s 
present crisis of confidence can have 
long-term impact. 
There is no doubt that the waves of 
uneasiness that have arisen at Harper 
College since the board 
u p h e l d its adminis­ 
tration’s recommenda­ 
tions not to give 1969-70 
teaching contracts to 
tw o 
active 
Faculty 
Senate members will 
have 
created 
ripples 
for a long, long time. 
The college board 
was acting within its 
legal 
rights 
in 
deciding 
not 
to 
reappoint young history instructor Ed­ 
ward M. Kalish and Dr. Betty Enbysk, 
a Harper associate professor of geolo­ 
gy who has 18 years of experience in 
higher education. 
Board members took the action in 
good faith, with concern for the best in­ 
terests of the college. 
Whether they acted wisely, and on the 
basis of correct information, is another 
question. 
They are late in realizing that the 
Harper faculty’s concern over the issue 
was more than a nervous reaction to the 
fact that this is the first time in the col­ 
lege’s two-year history that a teacher 
has been riffed. 
The reaction represents only the tip 
of an iceberg of ill-feeling that has been 
accumulating. There are a dozen other 
major and minor issues — among them: 
Harper Pres. Robert Lahti’s frequent ab­ 
sence from the two high school locations 
where the college classes are held, ad­ 
ministrative delay in dealing with Sen­ 
ate-approved proposals, and a shifty 
commitment to pay tuition for its in­ 
structors who want to take extra courses 
at area schools. 
The unwillingness of the adminis­ 
tration to give its reasons for non-reap­ 
pointment of Kalish to a faculty Senate 
committee investigating a charge that 
violations of academic freedom were 
involved was the final straw. 
It Is true that the college is within its 
rights in refusing to give its reasons. 
Those provisions of the college’s policies 
are built into the contract which every 
Harper teacher signed. 
But the board has the right to waive 
that provision. It is understandable when 
the faculty — and increasingly, the pub­ 
lic — conclude that the facts of the case 
against Kalish and Dr. Enbysk are being 
withheld because they won’t stand scrut­ 
iny. 
There are, of course, two issues — 
not one — at stake. The first is whether 
the decisions made regarding Kalish and 
Dr. Enbysk were correct. The second is 
whether the current Harper College pol­ 
icies should be changed. 
Lacking the information given the 
board, one can only draw conclusions 
from what one already knows. And the 
evidence against Kalish and Dr. Enbysk 
must be considered separately. 
Kalish is abrasive, articulate and 
unabashed in the presence of what 
might be considered his college superi­ 
ors. He ruffles feathers and enjoys it. 
He is apparently an excellent teacher; 
his 
suggestions 
for curriculum 
in­ 
novation have been sometimes ill-con­ 
ceived. 
He 
has talked 
faculty in­ 
volvement with students and has given 


counsel on the trouble-making side in 
the couple of student activity flaps that 
have occurred this year. 
Dr. Enbysk, by all reports, is also an 
excellent teacher. Members of her divi­ 
sion faculty asked that the decision not 
to reappoint her be reviewed. In the cur­ 
rent difficult situation, she has behaved 
with restraint. She has not encouraged 
talk of the controversy in her classes 
and has not sought out the press. This 
month she circulated a Senate memo­ 
randum assuring the board that the Sen­ 
ate does not support allegations made 
against the administration — and she 
sought no publicity for doing so. 
I do not know whether the college’s 
decision not to rehire Kalish involved 
violation of his academic freedom. It is 
my personal judgement, however, that 
Betty Enbysk is indeed being let go be­ 
cause she took seriously her responsi­ 
bility to give her opinion on teaching 
matters and faculty governance. It will 
be Harper’s loss. 
Failure of the college board to deal 
fairly with the Faculty Senate on this 
and other current issues will finish off 
the Senate as an effective body. 
If the Senate cannot even protect its 
own — at least to the point of carrying 
through an adequate investigation — the 
point of the organization is dead for all 
practical purposes.

Faculty members who want to be 
free from the fear of administrative 
intimidation will have to go some­ 
where else or find another means of 
protection. 
Some are reportedly looking for other 
offers now and mailing out resumes. 
Others are looking ahead to organ­ 
izing a strong teachers’ association or a 
union. Talks with National Education 
Assn. representatives are already under 
way. 
If that organizing step is taken, the 
board and Lahti will face a different 
day. Either type of teachers’ association 
will be able to speak with strength and, 
if necessary, be able to close the college 
down until it gets fair play. 
That sort of impasse is all the more 
likely with a board that means well but 
apparently still needs seasoning and with 
a president whose faculty members con­ 
sider an authoritarian. 
College 
trustees 
may 
inevitably 
have to weigh the question of whether 
Lahti is as capable of nurturing an in­ 
stitution as he is in getting it launched. 
It may give some comfort to Kalish, 
Dr. Enbysk, and other faculty members 
still waiting to see if the axe will fall, to 
know that Lahti is in the same bind. 
He was hired originally on a three- 
vear contract. His current contract is for 
one year; it will expire next fall.

Mother Nature has a way of readapting 
its products to live within a difficult 
habitat. 


So perhaps a bacteria may thrive 
within the moon. Bacteria is a LIVING 
plant. 


THE QUESTION could arise as to 
where would the moon get its first seed 
of plant life. According to George Ga- 
mow’s book, the Planet Called Earth, 
the moon may possibly be a section of 
the Earth itself, a section which ex­ 
ploded 
from 
the 
Earth 
during 
the 
Earth’s infancy. Some have said that the 
moon might have been extracted from 
what is the big hole called the Pacific 
Ocean. The seed, therefore, would come 
from the Earth itself. 


The moon, like the Earth, is not a 
completely solid body. Within the moon 
are caves and caverns. There are also 
spaces within the Earth and moon which 
are completely surrounded by rock or 
other matter — like a hollow rubber 
ball. 


Could there be a portion of the 
Earth's atmospheric air contained within 
a hollow space within the moon? Could 
there be life within this pocket of air 
which could not escape because the air 
is completely surrounded by a wall of 
rock? 
“Up to a certain point, “says John 
Thompson, the chairman of the Math 
and Science Department at Harper Ju­ 
nior College, “scientists are not dis­ 
counting anything in space exploration. 
Though, I. myself, don’t think that life 
exists on the moon, it is not beyond the 
realm of possibility. 


“The moon’s surface is highly unin­ 
habitable,” Thompson said. “TTus pocket 
of air which is spoken of must be far 
enough below the moon’s surface so that 
the heat of the sun does not over-acti- 
vate the molecules within the pocket. At 
the same time the pocket must be far 
enough from the hot center which could 
over-activate the molecules. If the mole­ 
cules are heated and activated enough, 
they could escape from this pocket 
through the smallest crack. 


“FOR LIFE to exist on the moon ” 
Thompson went on, “there must be a 
certain point within the moon where 
there is not too much heat. There must 
be the gases, materials and minerals 
within the pocket for a plant, or other 
such life, to exist. There must have been 
that original seed of life in that pocket to 
begin with. 


“Everything would have to be per­ 
fect,” Thompson concluded, “in order 
that something could live within the 
moon. Is it possible? Nobody has been 
on the moon so we don’t know for sure.” 


Nobody knows for sure. Each of us 
has our theories on whether or not life 
exists elsewhere than Earth. 


The moon consists of nearly 68 mil­ 
lion cubic MILES. I, for one, believe that 
life, even an algae or bacteria, exists 
somewhere within a few cubic FEET of 
the moon.

There are at least some 800,000 deer in Wisconsin, and some 
officials worry that the loss could be heavy.

From Classroom to The Slopes 
Proper Fitting Boots Vital 


(This is the second of five ar­ 
ticles on ski lessons offered 
by High School Dist. 211 and 
taken by reporter Ed Mur­ 
i n e . ) 
Last week, Ski Instructor Don 
Groenke told his Palatine High 
School adult class that boots 
were the most important item 
of ski equipment. 
This week, in the second ses­ 
sion, the class was convinced 
that boots are, indeed, very im 
portant. 
They have to be very impor­ 
tant, or else no one in his right 
mind would spend so much time 
trying them on, getting a good 
fit and lacing two separate sets 
of laces. 
That’s what most of session 
number two of High School 
Dist. 211’s ski lessons involved 
— boots 
And if Nancy Sinatra thinks 
boots were made for walking, 
she obviously hasn’t tried on 
a pair of ski boots. 
The boots are big, heavy, 
clumsy 
and 
stiff. 
But, 
as 
G r o e n k e explained, they’re 
made that way for a purpose 
and if they were much differ 
ent, their usefulness would be 
reduced considerably. 
Main purpose of the boots, ob­ 
viously, is to provide the link 
detween the skier and the skis. 
They’re stiff and clumsy be 
cause they’re designed in such 
a way as to keep the skier’s 
egs from bending any way oth­ 
er than forward — the skier’s 
position. 
In fact, they’re made in such 
a way that it’s practically im­ 
possible NOT to be bent for­ 
ward — which doesn’t make 
walking any easier. 
Groenke stressed that prop­ 
er fitting boots are essential 
to prevent injuries. So 
the 
class spent more than an hour 
trying various sizes on to 
make 
sure 
each 
member 
would have the right size 
waiting when the class moves 
to Gander Mountain.

It’s easy to see why Masque 
and Staff chose to re-produce 
“Everybody Loves Opal” as a 
kind of tenth anniversary party. 
The John Patrick comedy is a 
very funny play. 
A second chance is something 
we don’t often get but in the 
case of “Opal,” director Shirley 
Johnson not only got the chance 
but also the entire original cast 
from its staging four years ago. 
Opal, played delightfully by 
Pat Marshall, is a plump fifty- 
ish spinster who lives with her 
cat, played by Anya (the only 
member not with the original 
cast) in a dilapidated house on 
the edge of town. The house is 
strewn with junk — stuffed 
toys, tires, old clothes, bottles 
— collected over the years in 
her little wagon, wrhich she 
drags to town daily. 
OPAL IS the eternal optimist. 
She is Thomas More, Freddy 
the Freeloader, and the kid 
looking for the pony all rolled 
into one. She sees the doughnut 
but never the hole. When some­ 
one starts saying “bad things” 


about one of her friends she 
sticks her fingers in her ears 
and begins to hum. 
This is why she is fair prey 
when three small-time con art­ 
ists discover her house and find 
it a perfect front for their phony 
perfume factory. The Runyon- 
esque crooks soon decide there 
would be more money in taking 
out a large insurance policy on 
Opal and then bumping her off. 
The remainder of the play re­ 
volves around a variety of mur­ 
der schemes, all of which back­ 
fire, resulting in Opal winning 
over the heart of each of the 
trio. 
SOME OF THE best laughs 
come when Opal explains where 
she keeps things. She has sugar 
in the Prince Albert can, salt in 
the moth ball can, and cough 
medicine in the iodine bottle. 
The only thing easy to find are 
her tea bags which hang neatly 
on her clothes line stretched 
across the room always avail­ 
able when someone drops by for 
tea.

His questioning the feasibil­ 
ity of such a plan resulted 
from the high increase of class 
cutting throughout the 
year. 
He began to wonder if the stu­ 
dents of AHS were really ma­ 
ture enough to accept such a 
responsibility. 
Time was wasted. The idea 
was again proposed at a meet­ 
ing in January and, if all goes 
as suggested, students will be 
spending their free periods in 
either the cafeteria, their as­ 
signed study hall, or the li­ 


brary. 
Juniors and seniors only may 
use the cafeteria any free peri­ 
od except fourth (due to lunch 
shifts) to relax, study, talk or 
sleep. No-smoking rules will be 
enforced. 
The 
several 
soft 
drink machines will remain in 
operation to provide refresh­ 
ments. 
The administration 
expects 
all behaviour to range within 
the normal noise level and 
without disturbing incidents. 
. . There will be freedom to go 


off to a corner to study, talk or 
just do nothing for an atmos­ 
phere of relaxation.”

College Isn’t Home 


Nearly 56 per cent of a group 
of students polled at Fenton 
High School admit to spending 
one hour or less on homework 
each evening. 
The poll, conducted by the 
school 
newspaper 
“Signal,” 
questioned 
Fentonites 
as 
to 
their study habits and opinions 
they hold on studying. 
ALTHOUGH a majority pro­ 
fessed to doing little 
home­ 
work, 19.3 per cent said they 
do two hours of studying each 
night, while a surprising 10.7 
per cent claimed they do more 
than two hours homework. 


More than 80 per cent of the 
students polled said they never 
use their study halls for home­ 
work. All Fentonites are al­ 
lotted two study halls a day 
unless they wish to participate 
in music, art or take an addi­ 
tional academic subject. Stu­ 
dents may also spend 
their 
study hall period in the library 
or music department. In addi­ 


tions, seniors are not required 
to report to study hall. 
FENTON POLICY allows for 
one hour of homework nightly 
per subject, but 73.7 per cent 
feel that the teachers generally 
do not follow this practice. Of 
thtt majority, 84.1 per cent 
agree that the instructors give 
less than one hour homework 
per night. 
Exactly half of the Fenton 
students questioned admit that 
they put off working on re­ 
search papers until the last 
minute. 
About 55 per cent confess to 
doing homework while watch­ 
ing television or listening to 
the radio. But of those that an­ 
swered yes, 81.8 per cent claim 
that this does not affect their 
grades.

Women Over 40 
The Nation 
s Most Neglected Resource 


Calling mature women “our 
nation’s most 
neglected 
re­ 
source,” a report warns that 
America must either use the 
million wTomen past the age of 
40 or “pay a penalty tomor­ 
row.” 
The report, released by the 
Information Center on the Ma­ 
ture 
Woman, 
stresses 
that 
women over 40 represent an 
enormous potential for eco­ 
nomic and social good. But this 
growing number 
of 
mature 
w7omen may become a source 
of discontent and frustration if 
their under-utilization contin­ 
ues to make them a “neglected 
natural resource.” 
THE REPORT ALSO empha­ 


sizes that much of the coun­ 
try’s prosperity depends on the 
labor and earnings of women. 
L a b o r requirements which 
must be met in the next dec­ 
ade are overwhelming. These 
include: 
9 0 0 , 0 0 0 additional school 
teachers and college instruc­ 
tors; 
1.000,000 
additional 
health 
services specialists; 
800.000 additional science and 
engineering technicians; 
700.000 additional scientists 
and engineers; and 
4.500.000 additional state and 
local 
government employees 
exclusive of school teachers. 
ACCORDING TO the report, 


these needs can only be met by 
bringing women into the labor 
force because there will not be 
enough men to fill the jobs. 
Consequently, gov e r n rn e n t 
agencies are providing advice 
and counseling to women who 
want to return to work. 


A series of special programs 
d e s i g n e d to make mature 
women’s re-entry into the ca­ 
reer and working world easier 
also has been sparked. These 
programs have been stimu­ 
lated by the work-force needs 
in schools, hospitals, social ser­ 
vices, and other critically un­ 
dermanned areas. 


MANY REASONS are given 


for the modern American di­ 
lemma of this “neglected natu­ 
ral resource.” First, women 
now outlive men and 
thus 
make an ever-growing major­ 
ity. Housekeeping is no longer 
satisfying to most women, but 
they lack opportunity for out­ 
side jobs, or advancement if 
they are working. Today’s pre­ 
mium placed on youth is a de­ 
terrent for hiring mature wom­ 
en that must be overcome. 
Most important is that medi­ 
cal science has provided the 
average 40-year-old American 
woman with the prospect of al­ 
most another 40 years of life. 
Advances in the treatment of 
degenerative ailments, such as 


estrogen replacement therapy 
during the menopausal years, 
have increased the ability of 
mature women to remain vig­ 
orous and attractive. 


THE PARADOX, the report 
states, is that women live long­ 
er and retain their productive 
capacity, but these human re­ 
sources are not utilized. 


In a recent informal survey 
conducted by the Information 
Center, mothers over the age 
of 40 were asked why they 
were planning to return to 
school or work. Their replies 
reflect a concern with the 
“second life,” those years af­ 
ter their children are grown 


and in which the women have 
more freedom of choice as to 
what they wish to do. 


Some of the women want to 
complete their interrupted edu­ 
cation and be better equipped 
to work for “pleasure and 
remuneration.” Some see a 
long-awaited chance for “self- 
fulfillment” 
through 
serious 
and important activities. 


SOME JUST “love” the idea 
of being a career woman again 
after years in the household. 
Many indicate that they look 
forward to a change from the 
frustration of being “just a 
housewife.” 
Citing Title VII of the Civil 


Rights Act of 1964, which out­ 
laws sex discrimination in em­ 
ployment, the report indicates 
that more opportunities must 
be developed for women in the 
w o r l d of work, especially 
“room at the top.” It con­ 
cludes that: 
“Today the mature woman is 
increasingly recognized as a 
rich natural resource. There 
are many millions of her, and 
perhaps half her number are 
working or preparing for a sec­ 
ond career. But for many more 
of these women who can look 
forward to at least 35 more 
years of vigorous, productive 
life, the obstacles must still be 
overcome.” 


The Future of French Cookery: 


Nobody Has Time for It

NEW YORK UPI—“A good 
French chef today is as rare 
as a diamond,” says hotelier 
Charles Ritz. His father, Ce­ 
sar, founded the famed Ritz 
hotels of Paris, London, New 
York and Boston. The surname 
is the basis of a slang word for 
elegance. 


“Young 
boy 
apprentices 
are being placed where food 
still has a high rating. They 
love their work but they are 
very scarce,” Ritz added in an 
interview. He is president of 
the Paris Ritz Hotel. 


“FRENCH CHEFS are like 
ists, but they have difficulty 
adapting themselves to Ameri­ 
can 
cost-consciousness. 
The 
chefs best suited for working 
in the United States are Swiss 
and German — they’re more 
commercially-minded. ’ ’ 


Ritz, a dapper 77 who looks 
IO years younger, is pessimis­ 


tic about the outlook for res­ 
taurant and hotel dining, not 
just in the United States but 
throughout the world. 


“PEOPLE NO longer have 
time to appreciate food,” he 
said. “There’s a tendency even 
in Europe just to snack at 
lunch. Budgets are smaller — 
people want to go skiing or buy 
a car. 


“Children who used to go 
home for lunch learned how to 
eat properly,” he added. There 
was trace of sadness in his 
voice. 


Ritz suggested that ifs not 
just the speed at which we now 
move but also the shortage of 
kitchen and dining room help 
that contributes to the prob­ 
lem. 


“TWENTY 
YEARS 
from 
now, eating will be a necessity 
and that’s all — because of the 
lack of labor. Men want to 
work in a factory, not a hotel. 


They 
don’t 
want 
irregular 
hours and long hours. 
“Twenty, thirty, fifty years 
from now, people will have 
food in machines,” he added. 


Ritz sees the current growth 
of interest in fine home cook­ 
ing as ‘ . . .a fashion that has 
been created by columns on 
food in newspapers and maga­ 
zines. It used to be how to play 
bridge or mah jong. I don’t 
think it will last very long. 
Something else will become 
fashionable. 


“ALL FRENCH housewives 
always knew how to cook even 
if they had cooks. Now tele­ 
vision takes a lot of time. In 
Paris now the only servants 
you can get are mostly Span­ 
ish, mostly maids, not cooks. 
“Cooking will be reduced to 
a fine stock of canned goods 
and equipment to cook 
and 
wash with.” 
The Swiss-born hotelier’s at­

And they mix all kinds of 
things together. 
Ritz 
may 
be 
pessimistic 
about the future but he said he 
is not depressed. 
* * I 
have 
always 
looked 
ahead. You only hurt yourself 
and no one can stop it.” 


HIS OWN ideas of good eat­ 
ing include simple fare such as 
avocado with dressing — “one 
of the finest foods a man can 
get. It’s so neutral you can 
have any kind of dressing with 
it — curry, mustard, Roque­ 
fort, tomato.

‘Ritzy’ French Sauce 


Charles Ritz’s universal French sauce is based largely on 
butter, cream, flavored stock and eggs. You’re on your own for 
measurements. 


Melt some butter, add a little cream, a very little amount of 
flour or cornstarch for body. Dissolve it first in a spoonful or two 
of stock, and any kind of stock-fish, meat, chicken. Put sauce in 
a double boiler, place over hot water and stir continuously until 
sauce is warm. 


Beat one or two yolks of eggs until foamy and add to warm 
sauce while stirring. Continue to stir sauce until it thickens. Dry 
mustard in the sauce is good with fish, or tarragon with chicken.
